The first executive to be elected 
comprised of M. C. Heine, presi- 
dent, F. S. Patch, vice-president 
and R. Hardisty, secretary-treasur- 
er. The alms of thls' society were: 
"The discussion of historical events, 
which, though intercstlnc, it would 
be ii^posslblc to touch upon in the 
college course and ■ the cultivation 
among the students of that social 
spirit which is so sadly lacking at 
McGill." To the present day the 
organization has attempted to carry 
out these purposes. 

In the year 1924, the. offices of 
patron and honorary vice-president 
were introduced.* Sir Arthur Cur- 
tie who for many years took a keen 
interest in. the society was chosen 
patron. Sir Arthur was patron for 
many yea^s while, he was Prinel 
pal of McGill. proferadr Waugh was 
elected . first , honorary; vice-presi' 
denC The honorary' president hak 
always been theiehairman of the 
Department of ^Ilstory.^' . 

In the same year,'. Dr. George M 
Trevelyon, the British ^historian 
was guest speaker^ at]||[hg|annual 
banquet. He was elèëtsdltïn bon- 
oraty mcmber,jat^lhat;'tim& Other 
prominent, honorary members in- 
clude the late Dr. Stephen Leacock, 
Professor R. B. Merriman of Har-. 
vard and Professor Harold J. Laski 
of the London School of Economies. 

The Historical Society is the old- 
est club on the McGill Campus, 
and has preserved its original char- 
acter throughout the half-century. 
As 1947 will mark the fiftieth an- 
niversary the organization Intends 
to make the annual banquet in'tbe 
Spring a celebration of Its Golden 
Anniversary.

In his address to the Council, 
Tom Prcscott, President of the 
Flying Club, stressed the fact that 
aviation was a growing industry, 
and that foresters and engineers 
who could pilot aircraft would be 
in great demand. Many universi- 
ties in the 'lihlted States heive. fly- 
ing-, achools, he ' continued, and he 
wbtild 'nice to see thé University of 
New Brunswick 'take 'the lead in 
Canada. 

Prescott said that the Flying 
Club had $200 to help back the 
project.' He further assured the 
Council that the problem of i^ir- 
craft was under* consideration' and 
would be on the field as soon as' 
It is ready for use. Hc° thought 
that $5.50 an hour for jjupils would 
carry the cost of maintenance and 
fuel. Instructors would give their 
time' free' of charge. Passenger 
flights will - be given- to - the stu 
dents for' approximately a dollar. '

Tomorrow, Thursday Oct. 31, the 
McGill Camsl Committee on In-

'The main problems that the ques- 
tionaire . deals., with are that of 
increasing financial aid' to - Inter- 
nees, the forms in which. this aid 
should be made available e.g. as a 
pay, or In the form of bettered 
living facilities and other material 
benefits, also^ the different schemes 
whereby 'these funds may be made 
available. There is also a' section 
on conditions of work In the hos- 
pital. 

The results of the questionaire 
will help to formulate the policies 
that Montreal Medical Students and 
Internes will propose to the Na- 
tional Conference of the Canadian 
Association of Medical Students 
and Internes to be held at McGill 
in November.

The Canadian Association of 
Scientific Workers is again pre- 
senting a series of Science Forum 
lectures,,, to be given on Friday 
evenings at 8.15 p.m. in the Mont- 
real High School Auditorium. These 
talks arc given by qualified- scien- 
tists on general subjects and are 
prepared for a hon-technical audi- 
ence. 

For this, the second season, six 
lectures.have been planned, to start 
on November. 1 and continue until 
April 25, The first lecture, on The 
World's Food - Problem, will be 
glveii by Dean Thomson, of McGill. 
Following this. Prof. Ashley Mon- 
tagu will speak , on The Psychody- 
namics of Race Prejudice, and Dr. 
Carleton B. Pièrce will speak' on 
Cancer. ..Then Dr. William Mala- 
mud will talk on Psychiatry in In- 
dustry, and Prof. Bart Jan Bok will 
talk about The Milky Way. The 
series will be brought to a close 
by Dr., Arnold L. Gesell's lecture 
on The Growth of the Mind. 

To defray operating expenses, the 
Science Forum is dependent upon 
donations from its audience, and a 
system of subscriptions has been 
installed. The subscription fee of 
$3.00 per- person entitles the hold- 
er to a seat to all six lectures in 
the reserved section .of the hall.

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On Women Students 

The particular cmpliasis which lias been 
placed on the greatly increased enrolment at 
Universities generally has eclipsed to a degree 
mention of the record niimbcr of women students 
on the various campi. McGill is no exception 
and here, as elsewhere, women have shown that 
the fair sex has no desire to sec its greater in- 
terest in education ignored. The many women 
who arc specializing in the social, physical and 
biological sciences, as well as in languages and 
the various professions keynotes the fact that 
every opportunity open to men students is avail- 
able to the women— and the latter arc passing 
up no chance to see that they take full advantage 
of this fact. 

It may be interesting to point out the fact 
that while Royal Victoria College is a more re- 
cent inslilution than McGill itself, it has a long 
tradition behind it— a tradition whicli acknowl- 
edges and encourages the right of women to 
equal education with men. Lord Strnthcona, 
founder of the College, gave to McGill coeds the 
facilities with the heip of which they can ex- 
ercise their right to learn. It is their privilege 
to sec that this right is not abused in any way. 

To ensure this latter fact, there is a Women's 
Union whose executive serves as a government 
and as a guarantee of rights and privileges of all 
women students on the campus. The Women's 
Union serves a similar capacity for the women 
as the Men's Union serves for the men slurlents. 
The main objects of the Women's Union, of 
which every regular woman undergraduate is a 
member, is to provide a program to sen'c the 
social, cultural and recreational needs of its 
members. This is done in a variety of ways in- 
cluding a special program which integrates the 
various women's activities on the campus. 

In the past few years, the Women's Union has 
taken a lead in furthering the cultural and prac- 
tical interests of the community sudi as the in- 
troduction of prominent men and women in the 
fields of literature, art arnd music. The war rec- 
ord of the Women's War Services Committee 
has received high praise from militaty leaders as 
well as hospital and social service leaders. 

Evidently, then, the women of McGill have 
demonstrated a remarkable ability in improving 
the general development of the University along 
a number of lines. Houcver, they may remember 
that in order to continue to merit an equal status 
with men they must take equal responsibility. 
Only by doing so will they gain the respect of 
their fellow-studcnte.

Following the erroneous and 
prejudicial publicity that the Poli- 
tician's Ball has received during 
the last few days I feel that it Is 
necessary to put the true facts be- 
fore the public. 

The incoming Executive of the 
McGill Liberal- Club decided late 
In May that in the Interests of a 
better understanding vhetween stu- 
dents in and outside political clubs 
that we woiild sponsor a dance for 
the student body at large. 

To this purpose we made ar- 
rangements with the., Weslemalres, 
an 'orchestra made up principally 
of McOiU Students to play at our 
dance. They arc an excellent or- 
chestra, and played at several very 
successful dances last year, and 
were, we knew, well liked by Mc- 
GUl students. 

About ^a week ago it came to my 
notice that the>Studenla Executive 
Council had received a letter from 
the Musician's Union asking that 
a round-table conlerenco be held 
to discuss the fact that non-union 
orchestras were playing at McGill. 
No orchestra was named and the 
talks were to be of an exploratory 
nature. , 

Simultaneously, a series of com- 
pletely unsubstantiated rumors 
started circulating the campus to 
the effect that the Union would 
Wcott all McQiU social events if 



the Westemaires were permitted 
to play and. that the McGill Lib- 
eral Club was supporting a scab 
orchestra, that, by undercutting 
union bands, was taking the bread 
out of the mouths of professional 
musicians. 

As I stated in the fourth para- 
graph nomentign was made of the 
Westernalres' Orchestra in the 
Union's letter to the Council, and 
the Liberal Club was unaware and 
completely' indifferent to whether 
the Westernalres were or were not 
union members. 

In the letter to the Daily signed 
by Mike Oliver, the C.C.F. slate 
that they In no' way wish to be 
associated with the Politician's 
Ball or its consequences. Wc should 
like to remind the C.C J", that it was 
decided last year In the Interests of 
all the Clubs that group contro- 
versies such as this should be 
brought before the Steering Com- 
mittee and discussed before unila- 
teral action was taken. \9e feel, 
however, that the C.C.F.'s effort to 
exagcrato a perfectly harmless in- 
cident into a . political issue will 
lower their prestige with the gen- 
eral student body. 

Following a meeting between 
the Union and the Council held 
yesterday wo understand that the 
Westernalres will honour all their 
existing contracts, and therefore 
the Politicians Ball will be held as 
scheduled at nine p.m. on Friday 
evening.

EngUsh Football will take the 
limelight Saturday at Molson Stad- 
ium when those perennial feudin' 
colleges, McGill and Toronto, clash 
in the second game of a home and 
home series to determine the In- 
tercollegiate Rugger champions. In 
the fli^t tilt played last Saturday 
in Toronto McGill took an early 
lead by defeating Varsity 0-3. 

From the interest shown by the 
Toronto students ill last week's 
match it may be safely said that 
Rugger Is on tho up-swing as re- 
gards its position in the Intercol- 
legiate sports picture. From private 
sources of information, it is learn- 
ed that^ as a game featuring excit- 
ing broken field running. Rugger 
has much to offer to the sports 
fans. 

HOW rrS PLAYED 

Perhaps one. of the reasons Eng- 
lish rugby has not gained the fans' 
enthusiasm and favor is that the 
rules are not_ well known. 

For the guidance of those who 
know nothing of this game, here 
are a few of the main points. 
Fundamentally, the aims- arc the 
same as those of the Canadian 
game, for this Is the original Rugby 
from which other football games 
have been developed. The ball Is 
oval, although somewhat larger, 
and the object, of course, is to 
carry this ball over for a touch- 
down or "try". A try counts 3 
points, and if it is converted that 
adds another 2 points. 

MEET MR. SCRUM 

In this game there are no sub- 
stilutions, no huddles, no downs, 
no yards to make and no snap. 
Instead each play is started from 
a "scrum". In a scrum, eight men 
from each team form a. tight pack 



and push against each other while 
the "scrum-hair (quarterback) 
throws the ball in between the 
two teams. Both teams have an 
equal chance to get the ball from 
this throw-In for, as the ball comes 
into the scrum, each team gives a 
sudden concerted shove in an effort 
to push tho opposition away from 
the ball and thereby gain its pos- 
session. 

As the ball comes out of the back 
of the scrum the backfield whip^ 
into action. . There are usually 
four '.players lined back across the 
field : waiting for tho ball. The 
scrum-half picks up the ball as it 
comes from the scrum and laterals 
It to his "stand-off half," who In 
turn whips it on down the line, 
each man taking his pass at full 
speed and making as much ground 
as he can before passing. 

GAME OF SPONTANEITY 
This description Is, of course, far 
from complete for the variations 
on the play in the backfield are 
legion.. However, there is no for- 
ward passing in this game, no 
blocking and no complicated and 
prearranged plays. Most backfield 
plays arc spontaneous. 

From all this it would seem that 
tho backfieldcrs were the whole 
team. Their play Is in tho open 
and more readily appreciated but, 
as you get to know the , game bet- 
ter, you realize that there is much 
skilful playing In the serum that 
you had not noticed, just as the play 
and blocks of the Canadian "line" 
are missed by the casual observer. 

The first "scrum" Is slated for 
1.30 p.m. before the Bishops-McGIll 
Intermediate Football tilt so tho 
spectators will have a good chance 
of comparing the merits of both 
games.

University students who listen 
to after-dinner speeches get very 
tired of hearing themselves refer 
red to as the "leaders ot tomor- 
row". Any speaker who uses such 
a trite phrase is likely not to be 
called upon again. 

Nevertheless, much as wc may 
dislike the phrase, try as we will 
to avoid facing tlie idea, it's 
fact Many of us are tomorrow's 
leaders in business, in tho com' 
munlty, in the nation, perhaps even 
in the world. And our attitude to 
that responsibility will largely de 
termine, the quality of our- leader 
ship. 

An unfortunate attitude prevails 
in Canada today towards the men 
who run the country. It is healthy 
that they should be criticized: it is 
unhealthy that the criticism should 
be so negative: "Polities' is a dirty 
game", is the constant complaint 
which may be well-founded. But 
the conclusion jvhich is usually 
^drawn from this belief is neither 
well-founded nor constructive. 

The man who says, "Politics is a 
dirty game; I'U 8tay.:out ot it", is 
about as much' use - to' soclety -as 
the health -inspector who' finds an 
epidemic so.that he can steer clear 
of it . 

The man .who thinks Willie King 
js a scheming hypocrite and Jimmy 
Gardiner a throwback to Tammany 
Hall is an essential blob on the 
democratic landscape.. But unless 
his contribution to tho scene 
amounts to 'more 'than the mere 
promulgation < of these interesting

just as well endorse scheming 
hyprocrisy and machine politics. 

These general , observations, 
strangely enough, apply to politics 
more than. to any other field of 
endeavor in Canada.

If they obelleye 
Canadian governmental institutions 
and personnel are first-rate, they 
may be Interested in goVernmenl 
as a career; but if they believe 
that, they arc probably sub-nor- 
mal anyway. I' they think" politics 
Is a dirty game, they will decide 
to stay out. 

As long as that attitude prevails

NavyliRimch 
Campaign for 
3000 Men i 



As part ot its peacetime program 
the Royal Canadian Navy is launch- 
tpg this tall a campaign to recruit 
3,000 young Canadians and complete 
the authorized total of 10,000 offi- 
cers and men. 

Also required are 16,000 volun- 
teers for the part-time navy to 
bring its strength up to 18,000. 
These men will be required to train 
during evenings and to spend two 
summer months afloat. 

The naval recruits will 'man the 
50 ship navy consisting of aircraft 
carriers, cruisers, destroyers, frig- 
ates and escort vessels which looms 
as a formidable fighting force when 
compared with tho 13 ships ready 
for active service when the war 
broke, out in September, 1030. 

For its permanent force, .besides 
ex-naval personnel, men with ser- 
vice in the forces, sea cadets and 
the Royal Canadian Naval' College, 
the navy wishes to recruit young 
men of good education between the 
ages of 17H and 20 years and other 
civilians with technical training for 
whom the age limit will be ex- 
tended usually to 28.' 

University students will be 
trained under, a. plan. which will 
fit them, for commissions In the 
permanent force and the reserve. 
Other officers will come from the 
naval college. < 

Under the new regulations 
which provide a considerable in- 
crease in pay there Is also the 
prospect of younger volunteers re- 
tiring on a comfortable pension by 
the time they have reached early 
middle age. Men from Eastern Can 
ada will be posted to eastern bases 
and men from the West will be 
based on the Pacific coast Married 
men arc given every opportunity to 
live with their families.

Loans Issued 
ByGovernmeiii 
To Assist Vets 



London, Ont, October 28. 
(CUP) — Veterans, now attending 
universities, may apply for loani 
up to $500 a year and not exceed- 
ing $2,000 for the whole univer- 
sity career, it was announced in a 
recent order-in-councll. Interest on 
the loan will be five per cent, per 
annum. 

Conditions of the loan provide 
that the student must have com- 
pleted one year ot the university 
course and that the Authorities be 
satisfied he has no financial re- 
serves to draw on, so that without 
financial assltance, the continuation 
of his university career is threaten- 
ed. In addition to this, the probable 
future earning power of the stu- 
dent will be taken into considéra* 
tion in order to assure -that he can 
meet his obligations. 

The Interest oPthe loan will bt« 
gin on January 1 ot the year tol« 
lowing the end ot the student'* 
entitlement. The principal must bel 
repaid in not under $250 per year 
but payments may be made In 
monthly or quarterly instalment^ j 

This government loan was issued 
instead ot increasing the grants ta 
$70 and $100 as was requeited 
the National Conference ot Stù* 
dent Veterans.
